Sidney was certainly in his 
Opinion a Commonwealth’s-man, and particularly for 
Arilocracy ; Wildman was for a popular Government 3 
Locke and Hampden were Friends to our Conftitution as 
by Law eitablifhed, and if they were willing to oppofe 
Tyrants, they were as ready to thew their Zeal in the 





Service of a good Prince. My Maxim then remains, 
and muit remain unimpeached, till the Champion's Pa- 
trons are ftrong enough to change the Contftitution. 

His Attack on the late Parliament is fo far from be- 
ing any Anfwer to what I had alledged, that it is a full 
Proot of tie Juttice of my Charge againit him. It plainly 
thews his high Contempt for the Legiflature when it acts 
contrary to the Schemes of his haughty Dons, who will 
never allow us a free Parliament unlefs it be molded by 
their Funto. But furely this is a ftrange Outrage on 
our Conflitution. Many Members of the lait, are fo 
alio of the prefent Patliament, and fo this attacks their 
Probity, even before it comes to the Teft. What I af- 
ferted was equitable and legal : Our Parliaments have a 
Right to Inquiries, but I never heard they delegated 
their Authority to a Committee of Craftimen, who yct 
take upon them to prefcribe to Parliament, and almoft 
threaten to profciibe its Members. if they fhould att 
counter to their Advice, We now fee wheie lafructicns 
were to end, or rather to take rife. The People were 
to inform their Members according as them{elves fhould 
be informed by Squire D’ Anvers, the Play-wright who 
me Common jenfe, and honett Mr. Lificurne, who 
is Ben Fonfon revers'd, firfta Poet, then an Architect, 
now a Leveller. Hopeful Revolution, in truth, when- 
ever it fhail come to pafs! but I truft in Providence no 
fuch Curle is referv'd for us, notwithilanding the Ute 
we have made of many [1]: flings. 

To fay the Liberty of the Prefs is gét like to be ferib- 
led away by me is neither new nor flranges but will he 
give us City Security that ie and his Companions won't 
hurt it; if he can dothis, I fhall readily agree, that the 
Prefs as well as the Church is out of ai Danger. In 
the mean time, methinks, he fhould prudently decline 
his Infults on the Legiflature.
